Why  may 
not  all  men  now  vand  alcoholic  drinks  and  gunpowder,  as 
they  may  corn,  wheat,  potatoes,  or  dry  goods ! 

That  reason  has 
in  it  tremendous  strength.  Its  strength  ia  already  univer¬ 
sally  acknowledged  in  the  law  of  the  land.  Tha  only  quaa- 
tion  is,  Ought  a  license  ever  to  ba  granted  for  retailing  ab- 
BBNT  SPIRITS.  The  abolishment  of  ths  license  system 
leaves  the  “old”  reason,  and  the  general  prohibitory  law,  in 
their  original  force.

OBRIH.tN  CKiriBTERIBSi. 

The  burying  places  in  Germany  are  objects  of  much 
interest  to  the  traveler.  They  are  laid  out  in  a  style 
of  great  neatness  and  beauty,  and  are  much  resorted  to 
in  the  summer  months  by  persons  of  all  classes.  They 
are  planted  with  trees,  shrubbery,  and  flowers,  which, 
with  their  cool  and  shady  walks,  make  them  the  most 
interesting  places  for  promenade — and  as  such  they  are 
constantly  improved.  The  monuments  are  generally 
of  a  simple  and  unimposing  kind.  An  urn,  or  a  cross, 
a  broken  pillar,  a  stone  sarcophagus,  are  the  tomb¬ 
stones  in  general  use.  The  grave  of  a  soldier  is  some¬ 
times  marked  by  a  sword  or  a  helmet ;  but  there  is 
none  of  that  display  of  monuments  seen  in  England 
over  the  remains  of  their  great  men.  In  most  of  the 
burying  OTounds  there  is  at  one  end  a  cloister  or  arcade, 
under  which  repose,  beneath  more  costly  monuments, 
the  rich  and  noble  :  communicating  with  it  there  is 
generally  an  apartment  in  which  the  bodies  of  the  dead 
are  deposited,  and  where  they  remain  several  days,  to 
guard  against  the  accident  of  burial  in  cases  of  sus¬ 
pended  animation.  Thimbles  are  placed  on  the  fingers 
of  the  corpse,  which  have  attached  to  them  a  string  or 
wire,  connecting  with  an  alarm  clock  in  the  sleeping 
apartment  of  the  watch.  The  least  move  of  the  finger 
would  give  the  alarm,  if  any  person  should  be  placed 
there  alive. 

It  is  aflecting  and  solemnizing  to  the  mind  of  the 
traveler,  after  having  been  over  an  European  city,  and 
seen  its  splendid  buildings,  monuments  and  antiquities, 
to  visit  the  quiet  resting  place  of  the  dead,  and  to  con¬ 
template  the  master  spirits  of  past  ages  as  they  lie 
hushed  and  still,  with  the  throes  of  nature  over — await¬ 
ing,  under  signs  and  forms,  the  summons  to  life  and 
immortality. — Boston  Merc.  Jour.

The  ascent  is  fatiguing,  though  part  of  the  way  it  is  fa¬ 
cilitated  by  brick  stairs  12  or  15  feet  wide.  The  pa¬ 
goda,  as  usual,  is  entirely  solid.  .4.round  its  base  are 
small  .‘r  ones,  and  numerous  shrines  built  of  brick  nicely 
stuccoed,  like  little  temples,  from  the  size  of  a  large 
dog-house,  up  to  the  size  of  a  small  dwelling.  Within 
and  around  these  are  images  of  Gaudaraa,  precisely 
like  the  pictures  of  him  in  America,  generally  well  gilt. 
Little  paper  flags,  &c.  &c.  are  before  them,  the  offer¬ 
ings  of  the  devout.  Tall  flag-staffs  are  numerously 
)flanted  on  the  crown  of  the  hill,  with  various  streamers, 
some  of  which  are  tasteful  and  elegant. 

A  large  and  substantial  house  stands  beside  the  pa¬ 
goda,  literally  filled  with  images  of  Gaudama,  most  of 
them  of  colossal  size.  These  are  made  of  brick  with  a 
thick  coating  of  plaster,  in  perfect  repair,  many  of  them 
apparently  placed  there  by  these  deceived  idolaters, 
quite  lately.  The  number  continually  increases.  One 
of  these  images  is  in  a  recumbent  posture,  and  must  be 
forty  feet  long.  Some  of  the  images  repreesnt  wor¬ 
shipers,  in  a  most  reverent  attitude,  before  certain 
figves.

Town  LROisLA'noN  of  Connecticpt. — ^The  friends  of 
temperance,  of  order,  of  morality  in  Connecticut,  should  be 
all  awake.

Aa  to  the  other  reason  given,  namely,  that  they  an  now 
confined  to  “  no  acetarian  restriction  in  tranalating,  but  pub¬ 
lish  ths  whole  truth,”  I  fear  it  is  more  lame  thu  the  pre¬ 
ceding.  Thie  ia  a  total  begging  of  the  queetion  ae  to  whsd 
ths  truth  ie.  I  suppose  they  would  aay  they  are  confined  to 
no  sectarian  restriction  in  their  trasta,  sernona,  and  conduct 
at  tke  communion  table.  Why  are  they,  any  more  than  in 
their  Burman  Bible,  which  no  miaaiouary  hut  a  Baptiat  ca> 
nee !  Strange  that  such  an  argument  should  be  advanced ! 

Neither  of  the  above  reaeons  can  bs  the  one  for  omitting 
the  word  in  question.  And  as  oar  aim  it  to  aacertain  the 
true  reason  for  that  omiaeion,  I  will  now  venture  to  offer  one 
myself  for  cenekleration. 

It  will  be  remembered,  that  the  difficulty  between  the 
AmericaR  Bible  ffociaty  and  a  partion  ef  fee  Baptists,  all 
pertainad  to  one  particular  word,  tha  Greek  word  Baptizo, 
and  tba  use  to  be  made  of  it  in  new  vetsioes  ef  tbe  scrip¬ 
tures.  Tha  managers  of  A.  B.  S.  felt  thamaelvea  bound  to  in 
aist  either  on  the  transferring  of  that  word  as  in  the  Engliah 
Bible,  or  auch  a  tranriation  of  it  aa  should  ba  acceptabw  to 
aU  w^  belong  to  the  Bible  Society.  Tbe  Baptista  raferrad 
to  instated  on  the  right  of  translating  that  word  in  foreign 
tongues  80  aa  to  mean  immersion,  and  nathing  else.  This 
request  could  not  be  granted,  and  so  a  new  Bible  Society 
must  be  formed,  to  be  oontrolM  entirely  by  Baptiste.  But 
what  shall  it  be  called!  Tke  patural  name,  considering 
how  it  ia  to  be  managed,  and  eoamdaring  tba  namaa  of  their 
other  denominational  aoeietiaa,  wonkl  bo  the  American  Bap 
list  Bible  Society.  But  hero  woe  a  diflScohy.  Tha  new 
Society  ia  formed,  because  its  msmbara  don’t  like  that  trans 
ferred  Greek  word  Baptizo— itwX  ward  ia  what  made  theRa 
laava  the  A  B.  S.— that  is  hare  a  da/ieai*  term.  How  will 
it  sound  for  ua  to  oppose  tha  tratufsrriag  of  Maptizo,  and 
yet  ^t  that  very  word  into  the  nama  of  the  Society  which 
objects  to  it.

Thia  is  onospe- 
cimen  of  the  manner  in  which  tbe  Lord  Jesus  went  Rout 
doing  good.  The  history  of  his  faithful  followers  in  ffery 


put  on  the  guise  of  cheerfulness,  and  to  keep  the  au¬ 
dience  iu  a  roar  of  laughter.

She  superintends  and  provides  for  her  mission 
entirely  herself  She  writes,  that  in  the  town  she  is  known 
by  “The  English  lady  come  on  a  singular  errand.”  During 
the  last  few  years  of  her  waiting  to  go,  she  acknowledged 
that  the  delay  was  in  great  mercy,  in  order  to  deepen  her 
feelings  of  religion.  How  often  does  the  Christian  require 
to  be  made  passive,  that  the  Lord  may  work  in  him  of  His 
:ood  pleasure.  My  heart  delights  in  such  missionaries,  and 
long  to  see  more  in  the  field  go  in  simplicity  and  faith.

Grntlrmen  of  thr  Committee — ^We  are  convened  this 
evening,  under  circum.-tances  of  deep  and  solemn  interest 
While  the  events  of  the  portion  of  the  year  now  past,  call 
for  devout  thankfulness  to  God  for  the  continued  tokens  of 
his  favor  and  blessing  upon  our  labors,  there  is  one  event 
which  awakens  feeling  of  unaffected  sorrow.  The  vacant 
seat  in  this  Board  most  eloquently  reminds  us  of  our  recent 
bereavement.  Death  has  invaded  this  little  circle.  Since 
the  last  meeting  of  this  Committee,  God  in  his  providence 
has  removed  from  the  scene  of  his  earthly  labors,  our  valued 
friend  and  President,  Mr.  Samuel  Ward.  In  our  attach¬ 
ment  to  the  deceased,  I  feel  that  there  is  but  one  sentiment 
in  our  hearts.  We  loved  him  as  a  man,  and  for  his  works’ 
sake  ;  and  now  that  his  work  is  finished,  and  he  is  taken 
from  us,  we  cannot  but  deplore  the  breach  which  his  death 
has  msde  in  our  number,  ami  the  severe  loss  which  the 
cause  we  are  associated  to  promote,  has  sustained. 

In  view  of  the  relations  so  recently  existing  between  our¬ 
selves  and  tbe  deceased,  it  will  be  but  a  proper  mark  of  re¬ 
spect  to  his  memory,  that  the  Committee  express  their  sense 
of  the  loss  which  this  cause,  the  orphan  family  of  the  de¬ 
ceased,  and  the  community  )renerally,  have  experienced  by 
this  mournful  providenGe.  For  this  purpose  I  submit  for 
yowr  consideration  and  adoption  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions :

Samuel  Ward,  lata  President  of  this  Society,  from  his  labors 
on  earth,  to  higher  and  holier  employments,  we  trust,  in 
heaven :  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  while  this  Committee,  with  chastened 
sorrow  bow  in  humble  resignation  to  the  sovereignty  of  God 
in  this  afflictive  dispensation,  they  are  thereby  reminded  that 
the  opportunity  for  doing  good  is  short,  and  are  solemnly 
admonished  to  quickened  zeal  and  renewed  activity  in  pro¬ 
secuting  the  work  of  benevolence  in  which  they  are  en- 
ga^. 

Resolved,  That  though  the  deceased  needs  not  our  eulogy, 
yet  aa  a  tribute  to  deiiarted  friendship,  we  would  not  with- 
hoM  our  testimony  to  the  varied  excellence  of  his  character. 
As  a  man  of  enlarged  and  discriminating  benevolence  ;  of 
sound  judgment,  and  great  energy  and  simplicity  of  charac¬ 
ter  ;  Slid  as  a  faithful  friend,  an  active  philanthropist,  a  de¬ 
vout  and  sincere  Christian,  wo  regard  his  death  as  a  public 
calamity — an  irreparable  bereavement  to  his  family  and  do¬ 
mestic  circle,  for  whose  deep  and  abiding  grief  we  would 
express  the  tenderest  sympathy  ;  and  as  fellow  laborers  with 
him  in  this  plan  of  benevolence,  of  which  be  was  the  muni¬ 
ficent  patron,  and  to  which  he  was  ardently  and  unweariedly 
devotfd, — we  sincerely  deplore  his  loss,  and  will  ever  en¬ 
shrine  his  memory  in  our  best  affections.

Our  readers  remember  that  a  few  weeks  since  we  pri^ 
mised  them  occasional  extracts  fom  the  j,iumal  kept  by  this 
dear  brother,  on  his  last  rstuni  voyage  to  China.  This 
journal,  it  was  also  stated,  was  designed  only  for  some 
particular  friends — but,  as  it  is  hoped  these  ex'racts  may 
prove  both  interesting  and  profitable  to  the  Christian  public, 
we  have  been  kinffiy  allowed  to  present  them.  They 
should  have  been  inserted  before  this,  but  after  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  the  promise,  information  was  received  from  a 
gentleman  who  had  just  arrived  in  this  city  from  China, 
and  who  for  two  months  had  been  in  partial  confinement 
with  Mr.  Abeel,  in  consequence  of  the  opium  trade  diffi¬ 
culties,  that  his  health  was  again  exceedingly  impaired 
that,  after  his  quasi  captivity,  he  had  been  expelled, 
common  with  all  other  foreigners,  from  the  Chinese  em 
pire,  sad  obliged  to  repair  to  Macao,  where  he  then  was, 
necessarily  exposed  to  many  privations — shut  out  from 
his  missionary  field— —and  far  from  the  attentions  of  friends 
and  tbe  comforu  of  home ;  and  that  Dr.  Parker  had  ad- 
■  HfltJ  him  by  all  means  at  once  to  return.  For  these  rea¬ 
sons,  several  of  his  friends  in  this  city  immediately  wrote 

to  him,  urging  him  to  follow  the  advice  of  Dr.  P - , 

provided  the  state  of  his  health,  and  the  disturbances  aris¬ 
ing  from  the  opium  trade,  continued  to  exclude  him  from 
mwionary  effort.  It  was  possible,  therefore,  that  he 
might  return — and  perhaps  m  his  own  person  again  speak 
to  us  on  those  themes  which  he  has  so  often,  and  so 
eloquently,  unfolded  and  enforced,  though  frail  and  trem¬ 
bling  under  disease  of  body,  with  a  heart  strong  in  faith, 
and  overflowing  with  love.  We  therefore  deferred  the 
fulfillment  of  our  promise.  We  are  happy,  however,  and 
thankful  to  heaven,  in  being  able  to  say  that,  by  a  lettor 
lately  recived,  we  learn  that  our  brother’s  health  is  again 
somewhat  better. 

“  October  llth,  1839. 

“  Tbe  scene  of  parting  is  over.  My  feelings  I  cannot 
attempt  to  deecribe.  The  tears  and  prayers,  and  farewell 
benedictions,  I  can  never  forget.  On,  shall  we  all  meet 
again  where  this  intense  agony  can  never  be  repeated  ! 

“  18th.  Censiderably  recovered  by  tbe  sleep  of  a  long 
night.  Oh,  the  kindness  of  our  h^venly  Father !  The 
weather  baa  been  so  mild  that  I  have  escaped  all  sickness. 
Had  it  come  on  severely,  after  the  exhaustion  consequent 
upon  so  muck  excitement  and  eflbrt,  my  remaining 
strength  must  have  been  ove^wered.  Every  prospect  of 
a  comfortable  passage  lost.  But  recollection,  bow  tender  !

must  M  my  offiy  dependence. 

“  21st.  My  cough  much  better,  and  health  every  way  im¬ 
proved.  To-day  (Sabbath)  almost  all  sick — we  have  had 
no  service.

In  Senate. — A  message  was  received  from  the  President 
of  the  United  States  ;  when,  on  motion,  the  Senate  proceed¬ 
ed  to  the  consideration  of  Executive  business,  and,  after 
some  time  spent  therein,  the  doors  were  again  opened, 
when 

Mr.  Davis  submitted  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be  in¬ 
structed  to  inform  the  Senate — 

Ist.  What  duties  have  been  exacted  of  any  vessels  of  the 
United  States  employed  in  the  whale  fishery  for  tonnage  or 
the  produce  of  such  fisheries  ;  and,  if  so,  under  whose  au¬ 
thority. 

2d  What  papers  were  furnished  to  such  vessels  before 
they  cleared,  and  were  they  such  as  have  at  all  times  been 
granted  to  vessels  thus  employed. 

3d.  What  amount  of  duties  and  charges  have  been  paid  ; 
what  amount  bonded,  and  all  the  bonds  now  in  force  and 
unoaid. 

4lh.  Are  duties  now  exacted  of  all  such  vessels  as  they 
arrive,  and  what  amount  of  fees,  if  any,  have  accrued  to 
officers  of  the  customs  from  this  source,  and  at  what 
places. 

Mr.  Linn  introduced  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  ef  the  Senate  that  the 
title  of  the  United  States  to  the  Territory  of  Oregon  is  in¬ 
disputable,  and  never  will  be  abandoned. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  re¬ 
quested  to  give  notice  to  thg  British  Government  that  tbe 
conventions  of  1818  and  1827,  which  give  the  right  to  use 
and  occupy  the  Oregon  Territory,  its  bays,  rivers,  harbors. 
Ac  ,  to  both  parties  indiscriminately,  shall  cease  in  twelve 
months  after  such  notification. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  both  expedient  and  proper  to  extend 
such  portions  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  over  the  Ter¬ 
ritory  of  Oregon  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  lives, 
liber^  and  prosperity  of  our  citizens  who  may  reside  in 
said  'Territory. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  raise  an  additional 
regiment  of  infantry  (rifle)  for  the  purpose  of  overawing  and 
keeping  in  check  various  Indian  tribes,  or  any  foreign  forces 
who  may  be  in  said  Territory,  or  on  its  borders  ;  and  at  the 
same  time  to  give  ample  protection  to  our  citizens  engaged 
in  legitimate  occupations. 

R^olved,  That  640  acres  of  land  should  be  granted  to 
every  white  male  inhabitant  of  said  Territory,  of  the  age  of 
18  years,  who  shall  cultivate  and  use  the  same,  for  five 
consecutive  years,  and  to  the  heirs  at  law  in  the  event  of 
his  death. 

Mr.  Prentiss  gave  notice  of  his  intention,  at  the  earliest 
period,  to  introduce  a  bill  to  establish  a  Board  of  Com¬ 
missioners  to  bear  and  determine  claims  against  the  United 
States. 

Mr.  Hubbard  also  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  intro¬ 
duce  several  private  bills,  which  had  passed  the  Senate  last 
session,  but  had  not  been  acted  on  in  the  other  House  for 
want  of  time. 

On  motion  the  Senate  adjounied. 

The  question  respecting  the  admission  of  the  New-Jersey 
Whig  representatives,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Governor, 
was  decided  in  the  negative,  and  the  following  manner  : 

House  of  Repkesentativbs. — Friday,  Dec.  20. — The 
question  pending  was  on  an  appeal  taken  by  the  gentleman 
from  Maryland  (Mr.  Johnson)  that  a  proposal  could  be  sub¬ 
mitted  while  there  were  members  of  the  House  waiting  to 
be  sworn. 

The  question  was  debated  by  Messrs.  Chapman,  Bell, 
Thomas,  Adams,  and  Rhett.  Various  points  of  order  were 
raised  and  decided  in  the  course  of  the  debate,  when  Mr. 
Evans  submitted  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Speaker  now  proceed  to  swear  in  the 
members  from  New-Jersey,  who  produce  the  legal  certifi¬ 
cate  or  commission  according  to  the  laws  of  New-Jersey. 

Mr.  Sherrod  Williams  then  rose  and  observed,  that  it 
was  not  his  purpose  at  this  time  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of 
a  subject  already  exhausted.  But  he  would  submit  to  gen¬ 
tlemen  whether  the  debate  had  not  been  protracted  loag 
enough,  and  whether  it  would  not  be  be  better,  by  general 
eonsent,  to  take  the  vote  on  the  proposition  of  the  gentleman 
from  Maine.  This  subject,  Mr.  W.  said,  had  been  discussed 
over  and  over  again  ;  every  gentleman  who  wished  to  speak 
on  it,  had  had  an  opportunity  of  doing  so,  and  some  bad 
spoken  several  times.  He  hoped,  therefore,  that,  by  gene¬ 
ral  consent,  the  debate  would  now  cease,  and  the  question 
be  taken.

Address  of  Hon.  Mr.  Hunter — On  taking  the  chair 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  on  Tuesday. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives — The  high 
and  undeserved  honor  which  you  have  conferred  upon  me 
has  been  so  unexpected,  that  even  now  I  can  scarcely  find 
terms  in  which  to  express  my  grateful  sense  of  your  kind¬ 
ness.  I  trust,  however,  to  be  able  to  offer  a  better  evi¬ 
dence  of  that  sentiment  m  the  earnest  efforts  which  I  shall 
make  to  discharge  my  duties  justly  and  impartially.  Called  as 
I  have  been  to  this  high  station,  not  so  much  from  any  merits 
of  my  own  as  from  the  independence  of  my  position,  I  shall 
feel  it  as  especially  due  from  me  to  you  to  preside  as  the 
speaker,  not  of  a  party,  but  of  the  House.

The  Speaker  said  that  the  gentleman  from  Kentucky 
(Mr.  Williams)  had  called  for  the  previous  question  on  the 
resolution  of  the  gentleman  from  Maine,  and  the  gentleman 
from  Tennessee  (Mr.  C.  Johnson)  had  moved  to  lay  the 
motion  for  that  question  on  the  table.  The  Cuair  was  of 
opinion  that  these  questions  could  not  be  filed  on  each 
other,  and  therefore  the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from  Ken¬ 
tucky  was  first  in  order. 

Mr.  Turney  then  moved  for  a  call  of  the  House,  and  the 
yeas  and  nays  having  been  called  for,  and  ordered  on  that 
motion,  the  question  was  taken  by  them,  and  decided  in  the 
affirmative — yeas  148,  nays  68. 

The  call  of  the  House  was  then  proceeded  with  ;  after 
which,  the  number  of  absentees  reported  were  ordered  to  be 
sent  for  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

The  abrcntees  appearing,  with  tbe  exception  of  those 
members  who  were  excuse  in  consequence  of  indisposi¬ 
tion. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jameson,  the  further  proceedings  un¬ 
der  the  call  were  dispensed  with. 

Mr.  Evans  then  modified  his  resolution,  so  as  to  read, 
that  the  members  present  of  tbe  Twenty-sixth  ConOTOss,  re¬ 
quest  the  speaker  to  swear  to  the  New-Jersey  members. 

Mr.  Turney  renewed  the  call  for  the  previous  question  on 
Mr.  Evans’s  resolution,  and  the  call  having  been  secondsd 
by  tbs  House,  the  main  question  was  put,  “  Shall  the  rose- 


Earthquake  at  San  Salvador. — We  have  been  favored 
with  the  following  extract  of  a  letter  from  San  Salvador, 
dated  6th  October,  1839  : 

“On  the  1st  inst.,  at  2  A.  M.,  we  experienced  a  strong 
shock  of  an  earthquake,  and  at  3  A.  M.,  an  hour  after,  a  con¬ 
cussion  which  has  nearly  destroyed  the  town.  The  shocks 
continue,  and  yesterday  we  had  fifteen  tolerably  smart  shocks 
Many  people  have  left  the  place,  and  1  fancy  the  government 
will  remove  to  Cojutepeque,  as  this  town  is  not  safe.  The 
evil  is  under  our  feet :  for  at  places  five  or  six  miles  off 
nothing  has  occurred.  The  houses  are  unroofed,  and  the 
walls  are  so  tottering  that  we  all  sleep  in  the  court  yard  of 
the  great  square,  under  hide  coverings,  which  is  pleasant 
enough  in  the  rainy  season,  and  sit  in  the  day  time  in  the  cor¬ 
ridors  ready  for  a  start  into  the  yard,  as  it  will  not  do  to  wait 
a  moment  when  the  shock  comes.  I  may  mention,  to  give 
you  an  idea  of  the  force  of  these  concussions,  that  two  por¬ 
ter  bottles  full,  placed  upright  on  the  stone  floor  were  upset 
As  we  have  no  masons  here,  of  course  what  is  left  of  furni¬ 
ture,  Ac.,  unbroken,  is  subject  to  the  rains  which  filter 
through  the  roof,  so  that  the  rooms  are  no  protection  to  pa 
per  or  btioks.” 

In  addition  to  this,  we  have  been  informed  that  the  chur¬ 
ches  are  particularly  injured,  if  not  destroyed ;  but  wo  have 
not  heaid  that  any  lives  were  lost. — Journal  of  Commerce. 

Texas. — The  steamboat  New-Yoric  arrived  at  Now  Or¬ 
leans  from  Galveston,  brings  papers  of  that  city  to  the  2d 
Dec.  Among  their  contents  is  the  message  of  President 
Lamar  to  the  Texan  Congress.  In  this  document  he  does 
not  advocate  an  extension  of  the  sovereignty  of  Texas  along 
the  shores  of  the  Gulf  towards  Mexico  ;  he  prefers  that  the 
new  settlers  should  extend  themselves  over  the  elevated 
region  lying  north,  until  they  attain  Santa  Fe,  and  secure 
the  state  of  New  Mexico,  of  which  that  city  is  the  capital. 

Should  his  adrico  bo  soiod  on,  ike  Texans  will  have  to 
exterminate  the  Camanches,  and  prepare  for  a  struggle  with 
the  more  warlike  and  half-civilized  Indians,  who  have  lately 
crossed  the  Mississippi,  and  settled  west  of  Arkansas. 

The  Galveston  Civilian  of  Nov.  30,  contradicts  the  report 
of  Col.  Karnes  having  joined  the  Mexican  Federalists,  and 
states  that  the  last  accounts  left  Col.  Karnes  in  pursuit  of 
the  savages,  near  the  river  San  Saba,  on  the  northern 
frontier. 

Provisions  of  every  kind,  but  flour,  were  scarce  and  in 
demand  at  Galveston. 

Some  200  Germans  had  lately  arrived  there,  via  New- 
York. 


State  op  Crime  in-Portugal. — Lisbon,  Nov.  12. — The 
Government  journal  of  Saturday  last  has  a  statistical  table 
of  crimes  perpetrated  in  every  part  of  this  kingdom  (con¬ 
taining  a  population  of  only  3,000,000)  for  the  months  of 
July,  August,  and  September  of  the  present  year,  aa  follows

On  the  30th  ult.,  three  notorious  guerillas  Jeronimo  dc 
Portel,  Maaoel  de  Alreto,  and  Antonio  Jose  de  Asseiceira, 
were  fallen  in  with  in  the  mountain  of  Barrameo  do  Feira 
Matlo  by  a  detatchnent  of  the  8th  Infantry,  commanded  by 
Joaquiin  Jose  de  Mmdonca  Brito.  After  a  short  resistance, 
the  two  former  wen  left  dead  on  the  field,  and  the  latter, 
who  was  taken  prismer,  was  about  to  suffer  the  penalty  of 
martial  law  ;  for  thisservice  Her  Majesty  has  been  pleased 
to  decorate  the  abovi  commander  with  the  order  of  the  Con- 
ceicao  de  'Villa  Oicott. 

Ship  Henrv  IV.  Ashore. — Ship  Henry  IV.,  Captain 
Wheaton,  from  Mazetlan,  Coast  of  California,  Aug.  4th 
with  5519  quintals  Biazil  wood,  some  bides,  Ac.,  to  How¬ 
land  A  Aspinwall,  wmt  ashore  in  beating  up  the  bay  on  Sa¬ 
turday  night  between  11  and  12  o’clock  on  the  West  Bank. 
Yesterday  at  11  o’cbek  A.  M.  the  steamboat  Osiris  went 
to  her  aid,  and,  on  getting  alongside,  Capt.  W.  thought 
prudent  to  leave  the  ihip,  as  the  sea  was  making  a  complete 
breach  over  her,  tbe  vessel  striking  very  heavily,  and  six  of 
the  crew  being  disabled. 

The  New  Jersey  plot  boat  Sylph  came  up  at  four  o’clock 
P.  M.,  and  report^  tie  ship  to  be  still  striking  heavily,  and 
the  sea  making  a  cooaplete  breach  ever  her.  There  were 
number  of  persons  on  board,  who  hoisted  a  signal  at  the 
mizen  peak. 

We  very  much  fear  that  the  Henry  IV.  will  be  a  total 
loss,  as  the  gale  of  yesterday  did  not  reach  its  height  till 
about  7  o’clock  P.  M.,  and  continued  blowing  with  great 
fury  all  night  from  E.  N.  E. 

Since  the  above  was  in  type,  we  have  learned  from  our 
news-collector  that  the  ship  was  drifted  over  the  bank,  and 
will  probably  be  saved. 


Albert  L.  Mrrriam. — The  trial  of  this  person  for  for- 
ery,  a  report  of  which  we  have  published  from  day  to  day 
uring  the  trial,  terminated  about  eleven  o’clock  on  Saturday 
night,  in  a  verdict  of  guilty.  Messis.  Wilson  and  Morrill 
then  moved  the  Court  that  the  prisoner  be  allowed  to  re¬ 
main  at  large  on  the  bail  he  had  given,  but  the  Court  denied 
the  motion,  and  the  prisoner  was  committed  to  prison.— 
Jour,  of  Commerce. 

The  new  Governor  General  of  the  Canadas  has  announ¬ 
ced  his  plan.  It  is  to  unite  the  two  provinces,  giving  to 
each  an  equal  representation.  He  stipulates  for  a  civil  list, 
a  permanent  provision  for  the  salaries  of  judicial  and 
executive  officers. 

It  would  seem  that  this  proposition  is  met  with  decided 
opposition  in  Upper  Canada. 

Lynch  Law  among  the  Amistad  Negroes. — The  Afri¬ 
cans  of  the  Amistad,  in  the  New  Haven  prison,  are  begin¬ 
ning  to  scourge  each  other  under  their  own  lynch  laws.  A 
few  evenings  since,  according  to  the  New  Haven  Herald, 
one  of  the  party,  having  secreted  himself  in  the  provision 
store,  he  was  brought  before  Judge  Cinquez,  who  decided 
that  African  law  “  for  tiefy”  should  be  administered,  and 
which  was  that  he  should  receive  thirty  stripes  upon  his 
naked  body  ;  and  one  of  the  stoniest  of  them  was  appointed 
to  execute  the  judgment.  A  common  riding-whip  was  pro¬ 
cured  for  the  purpose,  and  the  culprit  was  order^  to  stand 
in  a  bending  posture,  with  his  arms  folded,  (the  means  for 
tying  him  being  refesed)  when  the  punishment  was  fully 
administered,  and  borne  with  the  stoicism  of  an  old  offender, 
nor  could  the  humanity  of  the  jailer  prevail  with  them  to 
stop  until  he  had  received  the  full  award.  They  then  seated 
him  on  the  floor,  in  the  middle  of  the  room,  and  passed 
round  him,  pointing  and  crying,  “  tiefy,  tiefy.”  This  they 
said  was  “  Mendi  law,”  and  the  splintered  condition  of  the 
rod  after  they  had  executed  it,  bore  ample  testimony  of  the 
severity  with  which  it  was  administer^. — Ch.  Advocate  4- 
Journal. 

An  important  decision  concerning  Slave  Proper^  has  been 
made  by  the  Federal  Court  at  Jackson,  Mississippi,  Judge 
Gholson  presiding.  The  Natchez  Free  Trader  says  it  was 
decided  in  the  case  of  “  Hickman  vs.  Rose,”  by  which  the 
doctrine  is  established,  that  all  contracts  for  negroes  brought 
into  the  state  of  Mississippi,  and  sold  “as  merchandise," 
subsequent  to  the  first  day  of  May,  in  the  year  1833,  are 
illegal,  and  aa  such  are  nidi  and  void.  This  decision  must, 
it  is  said,  of  necessity,  have  an  important  bearing  on  Missis¬ 
sippi  debts  to  northern  traders,  to  the  amount  of  at  least  ttoo 
millions  of  dollars. 

This  decision  is  based  on  the  second  sect'on  of  the  article 
under  the  head  of  “  Slaves,”  in  the  amended  constitution  of 
the  State  in  these  words  : — 

“  Sec.  2.  The  introduction  of  slaves  into  this  state,  as  mer¬ 
chandize  or  for  sale,  shall  be  prohibited  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  May,  1833 ;  Provided,  That  the  actual  settler 
shall  not  be  prohibited  from  purchasing  slaves  in  any  states 
ill  this  Union,  and  bringing  them  into  this  state  for  their  own 
individual  use,  until  the  year  1845.” 

Every  philanthropist  certainly  will  rejoice  in  the  wisdom 
and  sound  policy  which  incorporated  this  wholesome  provi¬ 
sion  in  the  organic  law  of  a  slaveholding  state,  as  well  as  in 
the  fidelity  of  the  courts  in  administering  it. — Newark  Sen¬ 
tinel.

Coroner’s  Inquests. — Tbe  Coroner  yesterday  held  ui 
inquest  at  the  residence  of  the  deceased  in  Broome  near 
Mott  street,  on  the  body  of  Richard  Franklin,  a  colored  man, 
aged  43,  a  native  of  Newark,  N.  J.  ;  who  went  into  the 
house  where  he  resided,  yesterday  morning,  and  while  in  the 
act  of  taking  off  his  shoes,  fell  upon  the  floor  and  almost  in¬ 
stantly  expired.  'Verdict  of  the  jury — that  he  came  to  his 
death  by  the  rupture  of  a  blood  vessel. 

Also  on  the  body  of  Betsy  'Williams,  a  colored  woman, 
who  (m  Saturday  night  was  found  lying  in  the  street,  in  a 
state  of  exhaustion,  and  taken  to  the  watch  house  at  the 
upper  police,  where  she  died  before  morning.  The  deceased, 
who  was  very  intemperate,  when  found  was  very  much 
bruised  in  her  head  and  face,  and  blood  issued  from  her 
mouth  and  nose.  She  had  resided  in  Liverpool  alley  near 
Oak  street,  and  it  appeared  that  sha  bad  been  on  sevi  ral  oc¬ 
casions  severely  beaten  by  a  colored  man  ;  but  of  whom  she 
received  the  violence,  the  marks  of  which  she  exhibited  on 
her  person,  did  not  appear.  A  post  mortem  examination 
was  yesterday  execute  by  Dr.  Crevelling,  who  discovered 
nothing  either  internal  or  externally  to  cause  her  death. 
The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  intemperance  and 
exposure. 

Mrs.  Bruce,  wife  of  Mr.  Charles  Bruce,  committed  sui¬ 
cide  in  Aina,  Me.  on  Friday,  Dec.  13,  by  cutting  her  throat 
with  a  razor.  The  cause  is  stated  to  have  been  great  de¬ 
pression  of  spirit,  occasioned  by  the  long  sickness  of  her 
husband  and  other  members  of  her  family. 


Shipwreck  on  Lake  Michigan. — The  Detroit  Free 
Press  of  the  10th  inst.  contains  the  particulars  of  the  loss  of 
the  brig  Neptune,  John  H.  Sims,  driven  on  shore  at  Little 
Point  au  Sable,  on  Lake  Michigan,  in  the  gale  of  the  25th 
nit.  There  were  on  board  in  all,  nine  of  the  crew  and  ele 
ven  passengers,  all  of  whom  were  drowned  or  perished 
with  the  cold  except  Capt.  Sims  and  two  others,  who  reach¬ 
ed  the  shore.  One,  the  brother  of  the  captain,  and  Web¬ 
ster,  tbe  mate,  the  two  who  ventured  to  leave  the  wreck 
with  the  captain,  petished  immediately  on  reaching  the 
land.  The  brig  was  full  freighted  from  Buffalo  for  (Jnica- 
go,  principally  with  merchandize. 

Great  excitement  prevailed  in  the  city  on  Monday,  caused 
by  the  astounding  discovery  that  false  certificates  of  the 
stock  of  the  Bank  of  Kentucky,  to  the  amount  of  more 
than  ten  thousand  shara  or  upwards  of  one  million  of  dol¬ 
lars,  have  been  issuet  by  the  cashier  of  the  Schuylkill 
Bank,  which  was  the  igency  of  the  Bank  of  Kentucky 
this  city.  The  affair  it  of  long  standing,  but  has  only  now 
come  to  light.  Varioa  rumors  are  afloat  in  relation  to 
The  cashier  states  thatthe  fraud  was  perpetrated  to  sustain 
the  Schuylkill  Bank,  aid  that  all  the  proceeds  arising  from 
it  had  been  applied  to  the  use  of  that  bank ;  the  directors 
affirm  entire  ignoranceof  the  matter.  The  whole  is  involv¬ 
ed  in  mystery,  and  we  refrain  from  any  comments.  This 
transaction  inflicts  a  seere  blow  upon  the  character  of  our 
city,  which  has  been  aleady  too  much  tarnished  by  bold  and 
daring  frauds. 

Melancholy  Case  of  Suicide. — The  coroner  was  call¬ 
ed  on  Wednesday  last  to  hold  an  inquest  on  the  body  of 
David  Woelpper,  an  od  and  respectable  citizen  of  tha  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Spring  Gardeq  who  had  committed  suicide.  From 
the  evidence  before  the  coroner,  it  appeared  that  he  had  for 
several  days  past  been  laboring  under  an  impression  that  he 
had  suffered  Mavy  losses  of  property.  This  impression  is 
supposed  to  have  been  the  result  of  derangement,  as  it  is 
not  known  thit  he  has  met  with  any  important  loss.  He 
was  one  of  the  weakliest  men  in  that  district. 

About  nine  o’clock  A.  M.  he  went  into  the  bath  room  at¬ 
tached  to  hii  dwelliig,  and  standing  in  a  bending  posture 
over  tha  bathng  tub,  drew  a  razor  across  his  throat  from 
one  side  to  tie  other,  severing  all  the  large  arteries  and 
producing  almost  instentaneous  death.  He  was  first  disco¬ 
vered  by  his  wife,  wte  had  entered  the  bathing  room  for 
something  of  which  ste  was  in  search.  He  was  found  lying 
desd  upon  the  floor. 

The  jury  returned  a  verillct  agreeably  to  the  above  par¬ 
ticulars. — Phil.  North  Am. 

Another  Fire  in  Mobile. — We  learn  from  the  Mobile 
Journal  of  the  22d  tiat  a  fire  broke  out  on  the  morning  of 
hat  day  in  a  frame  hiuse  of  Madame  Clare,  on  the  corner 
tf  St.  Michael  and  Conception  streets.  The  wind  being 
hi(h  at  the  time,  and  there  being  no  water  convenient,  the 
flanes  had  uncontrolled  sway,  and  in  a  short  time  consumed 
tan  vr  eleven  dwelliig  houses,  outhouses,  stables,  &c. — 
They  were  all  frame  houses,  and  insured  for  a  very  trifling 
amouit.  The  Journal  adds  that  the  fire  had  been  attribute 
by  mfriy  to  incendiaries,  but  thinks  without  sufficient 
grounds 

Suspeofei)  Slaver. — The  Baltimore  Chronicle  of  Friday, 
•ays  : — “  'Ve  learn  that  during  the  week  the  Marshal  of  tma 
district  hat  dezed  ujien  tbe  schooner  Ann,  a  vessel  lying  at 
Jackson’a  wharf,  oh  suspicion  that  she  is  being  fitted  or  is 
fitted  out  to  oagage  %  the  slave  trada.  The  seizure  is  made 
under  the  act  of  Coijress  in  such  cases  made  and  provided. 
The  Ann,  we  undeitand,  is  a  new  vessel,  and  has  never 
yet  made  a  voyage.*' 

Iowa  seems  to  be  little  shy  about  entering  the  Union 
just  at  present.  T1  subject  has  been  discussed  before 
their  territorial  legislijre,  and  a  resolution  adopted  that  it 
I  is  inexpedient,  for  tharesent,  to  take  any  preparatory  steps 
I  towards  an  adinissiomto  the  Union. — N.  Y.  Whig. 


A  Brutal  Wretch. — Samuel  Mitchell,  an  overseer  in 
Upper  Marlborough,  (Md.)  while  in  the  act,  a  day  or  two 
since,  of  correcting  one  of  the  negroes  on  the  plantation, 
struck  him  with  a  bridle,  the  bit  of  which  bit  him  upon  a 
tender  part  of  the  head,  and  caused  his  instant  death.  The 
jury  of  inquest  held  over  the  dead  body,  returned  a  verdict 
of  death  from  a  blow  inflicted  by  said  Mitchell. 

Constantinople  in  '1839. — The  traveler  who  visited 
Constantinople  ten  years  ago,  saw  the  military  a  mere  rab¬ 
ble,  without  order  or  discipline,  every  soldier  moving  after 
his  own  manner,  and  clad  and  armed  after  his  own  fishion ; 
he  now  sees  them  formed  into  regular  regiments,  clothed  in 
uniform,  exercised  in  a  system  of  tactics,  and  as  amenable  to 
discipline  as  a  corps  of  German  infantry.  He  saw  the  Sul¬ 
tan  the  model  of  an  oriental  despot,  exhibited  periodically  to 
his  subjects  with  gorgeous  display  ;  or  to  the  representatives 
of  his  brother  Sovereigns,  gloomy  and  mysterious,  in  some 
dark  recess  of  his  seraglio  ;  he  now  sees  him  daily  in  Euro 
pcan  costume,  in  constant  and  familiar  intercourse  with  all 
people  ;  abroad  driving  four-in-hand  in  a  gay  chariot,  like  a 
gentleman  of  Paris  or  London ;  and  at  home,  receiving  for¬ 
eigners  with  the  courtesies  and  usages  of  polished  life.  He 
formerly  saw  his  kiosks  with  wooden  projecting  balconies, 
having  dismal  windows  that  excluded  the  light,  and  jalousies 
closed  up  from  all  spectators ;  he  now  sees  him  in  a  noble 
palace,  on  which  the  arts  have  been  exhausted  to  render  it  as 
beautiful  and  commodious  as  that  of  a  European  sovereign. 
—Dr.  Walsh. 

The  Nile. — The  overflow  of  the  Nile  is  this  year,  we  are 
informed,  if  anything,  too  redundant.  The  prospect  of  the 
ensuing  year  was,  therefore,  most  ^favorable  for  Mehemet 
Ali.  The  mercantile  people  of  Alexandria  are  charmed 
with  his  having  “placed  all  Syria,  Palestine,  Asia  Minor, 
and  Constantinople  in  pratique,  those  countries  and  places 
respectively  being  free  from  plague.” 

John  Holland  recently  died  in  Yalabssha  county,  Miss, 
at  the  age  of  93.  He  was  a  hero  of  the  Revolution,  and 
fought  his  last  battle  at  'Wasbaw,  N.  C.  by  the  side  of  Gen. 
Jackson. 

The  Rev.  'William  MeSherry,  President  of  the  George¬ 
town  College,  died  on  Tuesday  night  last,  at  12  o’clock, 
after  a  short  illness. 

Flour. — The  Albany  Daily  Advertiser  of  Saturday  last, 
says  : — “  A  sale  of  300  barrels  of  flour  at  $5.  50,  was  made 
in  this  city  yesterday.” 

The  London  papers  announce  the  death  of  John  Lander, 
the  brother  and  companion  of  Richard  Lander  in  his  African 
travels.  He  was  only  in  his  33d  year.  Richard  Lander 
died  some  two  years  ago  in  Africa. 

School  Lands  or  Michigan. — The  Hon.  John  D.  Pierce, 
in  an  address  upon  the  resources  of  Michigan  for  public  in¬ 
stitutions,  estimates  the  value  of  the  University  lands  at 
$921,600.  The  Common  School  lands  amount  to  over  a 
million  of  acres,  which  are  estimated  at  five  dollars  an  acre, 
and  if  sold  at  the  price,  and  the  money  put  at  interest,  the 
annual  revenue  of  the  above  school  fund  would  be  three 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Singular  instance  of  Religious  Delusion. — ^Mrs.  'Van 
Evera,  a  widow  lady  of  Canajoharie,  in  a  declinng  state  of 
health,  was  frightened  by  a  clap  of  thunder,  in  v^ch  she 
fancied  tbe  Lord  had  spoken,  commanding  her  never  more  to 
eat  or  drink.  With  the  exception  of  a  teaspoonful  of  water, 
she  took  no  more  nourishment  whatever  for  fifteen  days, 
when  she  died.

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how  the  human  voice  is  produced.  We  will  therefore 
contemplate  the  voice  under  the  follow  ing  heads  : — 

I.  The  Organs  of  Voice. 

II.  The  Production  ok  Sounds. 

HI.  Varieties  ok  Voice. 

Each  of  the  above  topics  might  furnish  the  basis  for  a 
distinct  essay  of  considerable  length.  But  such  a  dis¬ 
cussion,  though  it  might  be  profit^le,  would  not  be  ap¬ 
propriate  to  our  present  object.  A  hasty  sketch  is  all 
that  can  be  given.  This  is  so  much  batter  done  by 
the  editor  of  “  The  musical  Cyclopedia,”  than  it  would 
be  possible  for  me  to  do  it,  that  I  shall  quote  his  article 
in  full.  It  is  as  follows ; — 

Almost  every  animal  has  a  voice  or  cry  peculiar  to 
itself,  originating  in  an  apparatus  of  more  or  less  com¬ 
plexity,  destined  for  that  purpose.  The  voice  is  the 
most  perfect  and  varied  in  man  and  in  birds;  which, 
however,  differ  extremely  in  the  degree  in  which  they 
possess  this  important  gift.  In  quadrupeds,  it  is  lim¬ 
ited  to  a  few  uncouth  screams,  bellowings,  and  other 
I  noises  ^rfcctly  unmusical  in  their  character ;  while  in 
many  birds  it  assumes  the  form  of  musical  notes  of 
I  peat  richness  and  power,  and  even  of  articulate  speech. 

’  ’  ’  in  some  rare 
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skillful  iniinagement  of  the  organs.  A  bad  tone  or  in¬ 
tonation,  may  be  justly  attributel  to  the  improper  man¬ 
agement  of  Ihe  organs.  Hence,  we  frequently  liear  a 
denial,  nasal,  or  guttural  tone  of  voice :  either  of  which 
is  not  only  bad — out  of  all  character — but  to  a  cultivated 
ear,  exceedingly  unpleasant.  A  denial  tune  is  produced 
by  attempting  to  sing  without  opening  the  mouth  suffi¬ 
cient  for  the  sound  to  escape  without  interference  with 
the  teeth.  It  might  be  termed,  singing  through  the 
teeth.  It  reseiiihles  singing  through  a  comb.  This 
may  be  said  to  be  an  almost  universal  fault.  The 
mouth  should  be  always  sufficiently  opened  to  pass  the 
forefinger  between  the  teeth. 


In  the  human  species  alone,  and  that  only 
instances,  we  find  the  power  of  imitating  with  the  voice 
every  imaginable  kind  of  noise  with  a  perfect  resem¬ 
blance,  and  of  uttering  musical  tones  of  a  sweetness  and 
delicacy  attainable  by  no  instrument.  But  in  all,  with¬ 
out  exception,  (unless,  perhaps,  the  chirp  of  some  insects 
is  an  exception,)  the  sounds  are  produced  by  a  wind 
instrument,  by  the  column  of  air  contained  in  the  mouth, 
throat,  and  front  part  of  the  windpipe,  set  into  vibration 
by  the  issue  of  a  stream  of  air  from  tlie  lungs,  through 
a  membranous  slit  in  a  kind  of  valve  placed  in  the 
throat.  In  man  and  in  quadrupeds,  this  organ  is  single ; 
hut  in  birds  it  is  double,  a  valve  of  the  kind  above 
mentioned  being  placed  at  the  opening  of  each  of  the 
two  great  branches  into  which  the  trachea  divides  itself 
as  it  enters  the  lungs,  just  before  they  unite  in  one 
common  windpipe. 

I.  The  organs  of  the  voice  in  man  consist  of 

1.  The  thorax,  which  by  the  aid  nf  the  diaphragm 
and  the  twenty-four  muscles  attached  to  the  ribs  acting 
on  the  lungs  within  and  alternately  enlarging  aid  con¬ 
tracting  them,  performs  the  office  of  a  bellows. 

2.  The  trachea  or  windpipe,  a  cartilaginous  and  elas¬ 
tic  pipe,  w  hich  terminates  in  the  lungs  %  an  infinity  of 
roots. 

3.  The  larynx,  the  upper  extremity  of  the  trachea, 
formed  into  a  species  of  head  situated  in  the  throat. 
It  is  composed  of  five  elastic  cartilages,  of  which  the 
upper  is  called, 

4.  The  epiglottis,  whose  office  is  to  open  and  shut, 
like  a  valve,  the  aperture  of  the  exterior  glottis,  and 
which  constitutes  the  orifice  of  the  larynx.  The  epi¬ 
glottis,  where  it  adheres  to  the  larynx,  is  also  united  to 
the  tongue,  and  forms  somewhat  of  a  concave  valve  of 
a  parabolic  form,  whose  base  is  towards  the  tongue, 
and  which  by  its  convexity  resists  the  pressure  of  the 
food  and  liquids,  as  they  pass  over  it  in  the  act  of  swal¬ 
lowing. 

5.  The  glottis,  within  the  larynx,  rather  above  its 
middle,  are  two  elastic  ligaments,  like  the  parchment 
of  a  drum,  split  in  the  middle,  and  forming  an  aperture 
making  a  right  angle  with  the  exterior  glottis,  and 
which  is  called  the  interior  or  true  glottis.  This  slit

The  violent  storm  which  set  in  on  Sunday  la.st,  oc¬ 
casioned  an  unusual  amoant  of  distress  and  disaster 
upon  our  coast,  as  the  details  in  another  column  will 
amply  testify.

ment  or  idle  tattle,  giving  no  place  to  the  thought  that 
the  same  gust  which  roars  in  our  chimney,  whistles  in 
the  key-hole,  or  throws  back  the  unfastened  blind,  may 
also  dash  the  ill-fated  bark  upon  the  reef,  and  throw 
the  mariner  lifeless  upon  the  beach. 

How  appalling  must  be  the  terrors  of  such  a  night 
as  that  of  the  last  Sabbath,  to  the  mariner  upon  our 
rugged  coast  I  Ho  has,  perhaps,  conducted  a  gallant 
shipyAAit'n  a  rich  cargo,  from  the  distant  ports  of  the

A  nasal  tone  is  fonned 
when  the  current  of  air  which  naturally  passes  through 
the  nose  is  intercepted.  Any  one  may  have  a  specimen 
by  holding  his  nose,  and  then  attempting  to  sing.  A 
guttural  tone  is  formed  by  a  compression  of  the  organs. 
It  resembles  the  vocality  heard  when  one  is  in  the  act 
of  vomiting.  It  must  be  acknowledged,  however,  that 
all  that  can  be  said  in  reference  t«  the  peculiar  position 
and  action  of  the  organs  of  the  voice,  must  be  ex¬ 
tremely  vague  and  general.  If.  hswever,  we  can  speak 
with  sufficient  definiteness  to  he  understood,  the  ob¬ 
ject  of  our  remarks  ■will  be  completed.  Dr.  Rush,  in 
his  celebrated  work  on  “The  Philo5ophy  of  the  Human 
Voice,”  speaking  of  a  guttural  tone,  says,  “  There  is  a 
harsh  quality  of  utterance  called  the  guttural  voice, 
which  is  produced  by  a  vibratory  eirrent  of  air,  between 
the  sides  of  the  larynx  and  the  base  of  the  tongue, 
when  apparently  brought  into  contKt  above  the  tongue.” 

(c)  Great  care  should  be  exerqsed  in  assigning  the 
voices  to  the  various  part.  A  nan’s  voice,  e.  g.  that 
is  adapted  to  the  base,  should  newr  be  forced  up  to  the 
tenor,  and  vice  versa.  The  sam^niight  be  said  of  fe¬ 
male  voices :  some  are  adapted  U  the  lower  part  of  the 
scale  only;  such  should  learn  tht  second  treble.  But 
I  must  nut  enlarge,  though  there  is  much  that  might  be 
said  on  this  subject.
